PitUburgh, Dec. IO (AP)—Roving 
power houses mounted on railroad 
cars will follow the Allied armies 
into reconquered Europe and restore 
bombed-out electric facilities over­ 
night. 
This announcem ent came today 
from West inghouse E l e c t r i c Ar 
M anufacturing Co., which will as­ 
semble and test IO such trains, each 
capable of producing 5.000 kilowatts 
of mobile power, at a plant in New 
Philadelphia, O. 
Each train will be a self-contained 
electric generating plant with all 
the m achinery of a regular power 
house, requiring only coal and a 
small am ount of w ater to operate. 
Hooked together, the IO trains 
would produce enough electricity to 
supply the average American city of 
100.000 people. 
In addition to the IO big trains, 
W estinghouse is producing twenty- 
four 
1,000-kilowatt 
rolling 
power 
houses, w'hich will generate enough 
current to m eet the needs of a single 
large m anufacturing plant or those 
of a small community. 
“When completed these trains will 
make every railroad track in the 
world a potential power transm is­ 
sion line,” said L. B. McCully, W est­ 
inghouse division m anager in charge 
of the project. 
McCully said th at under ordinary 
circum stances it would require nine 
m onths to tw-o years to rebuild a 
power house bombed or sabotaged 
by the Axis.
